LONDON, Sept. 28.—The Allied 
success on the Macedonia front con- 
tinues, During the week-end, 
Serbians advanced 18 miles, making 
a total of 40 miles on a 20-mile front 
since the beginning of the offensive 
and captured 20 villages. Their cav- 
alry has reached the Vardar between 
Krivolak and Demirkapu Pasha, 10 
miles southeast of Krivolak, and 
thereby placed the important railway 
between Uskub and Saloniki in great 


danger. 
It is reported that cavalry patrols 
have actually cut the railway and 


have also captured the important vil- 
alge of Vozartsi, cutting the road of 


communication between Philep and 
Krivolak, 
French and Greek troops on the 


right wing broke through the Djena 
and Diditze Fastesses and are ad- 
vancing northward toward the Var- 
dar, and it is not unlikely that large 
masses of Bulgarian troops’ will be 
captured between these heights and 
the Vardar. The enemy is also fall- 
ing back on the British front at Lake 
Doiran., His only retreat is up the 
Kosturino-Strumitza road, which is 
being heavily bombed and shelled.

Twenty 
per cent of substitutes must be used 
with wheat flour Announcing 
policy, an official memorandum says:

Allenby clears the major portion 
of the Holy Land of Turkish rule. 
The historic and strategic import- 
ance of the country are altogether 
out of proportion to its superfi- | 
cial area. From Dan to Beershe- | 
ba and from the Jordan valley to 
the Mediterranean have always 
been recognized as the limits of 
the Holy Land. The width _ be- 
tween the Jordan waters and the 
sea varies from twenty-five miles | 
at the north to seventy-five miles | 
at the south. The length from 
Dan to Beersheba is about one 
hundred and forty miles. Jeru- 
salem is about forty miles north 
of Beersheba and Nazareth is sev- 
enty miles north of Jerusalem. 
Bethlehem is five or six miles 
south of Jerusalem. The Jordan 
from the Sea of Galilee to the 
Dead Sea is about seventy miles. 
The Dead Sea is about fifty miles 
in length. The Sea of Galilee is 
about fifteen. Jerusalem is about 
twenty miles due west of the 
northern end of the Dead Sea, ;

Whereas, the cities of Calgary, Ed- 
monton, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat 
are working out general schemes for 
settlement of the assessment and tax- 
ation difficulties of agricultural lands 
that are within our present city limits, 
we urgently petition the board that it 
make no definite order with respect

WHO GETS THE RAKE-OFF? 
From Toronto Star, 

A correspondent, speaking for the 
retailers, assures us that although 
matches now sell at fifteen cents per 
box the retailers are not to blame and 
that those of them who sell two boxes 
for a quarter aro not making much 
out of it. 

He tells us that the manufacturer is 
charging nearly two dollars a case 
more for matches—apart from the 
tax—than he did before the tax was 
put on. 

The attention of the Government 
needs to be given to this tax on 
matches and the way it works out 
Millions of matches are used in Can- 
ada every day; the tax reaches every- 
body, and it is up to the Government 
to examine its method of taxing 
everybody to see whether it works 
out properly. The way it seems to 
work out is this: 

The matches which were sold to the 
consumer at 6 cents a box are now 
sold to him at 15 cents. Of this in 
crease, 5 cents is a tax levied by the 
Government. This would bring the 
price to 11 cents. Who gets the other 
| four? 

We are told that, since the tax was 


|} put on, matches are sold by the 
manufacturers to the trade at price 
formerly paid by the consumer, 6 
|} cents per box, plus 5 cents tax and 


Plus freight, which ts also higher, so 
that the retailer does not figure much 
in the increase, if at all. 

As the ftmposition of this tax by the 
Government was made the occasion 
for an increase in the price of 
matches to the consumer of nine 
cents per box the Government should 
go after the nine cents, and not be 
content with the five 

If it be found that it costs the con- 
sumer four cents to collect five cents 
for the Government, this method of 
taxing everybody stande condemned 
as too wasteful a plan altogether,

Explanation Needed 


The proprietors of some cating 
houses in the city have been 
brought into court for advertising 
beef to be served at midnight 
luncheons. It is confusing to the 
-publie to discover that, in this re- 
spect at least, the restrictions gov- 
erning the use of beef are still in 
force. Some weeks ago the news 
was widely circulated through 
the newspapers—eertainly with 
the knowledge and seemingly at 
the instigation of the food board— 
that the Allies had secured all the 
pork and beef they required for a 
considerable time, and that the 
restrictions on these kinds of food 
had been removed. The prosecu- 
tion of the local eating-house pro- 
prietors shows that the restric- 
tions have not been removed. 
What seems to be needed is a new 
and clear-cut pronouncement froin 
the food board as to whether the 
use of meat ‘‘as usual’’ is permis- 
sible or not. This not only for 
the guidance of the eating-house 
proprietors, but of householders 
who are anxious to do their duty 
in food conservation by regulat- 
ing the family menu along the 
lines laid down for the govern- 
ance of publie eating-places.
